To the inhabitants of the Town of Orange, in the County of Grafton in said 
State, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


YOU ARE HEREBY NOTIFIED to meet at the Town House in Said 
ORANGE on Tuesday, the 4th day of March 1975 at FOUR O’CLOCK in the 
afternoon, to act upon the following subjects. The polls to remain open until 
nine p.m. 

ARTICLE 1: To choose by ballot and plurality vote, a Town Clerk, Town 
Treasurer, one Selectman for three years, a Tax Collector, a Road Agent, a 
Constable, one trustee of Trust Funds for one year, one Cemetery Agent, one 
Overseer of Public Welfare, two auditors, and all other officers that the Town 
may judge necessary. And then, beginning at SEVEN O’CLOCK in the 
evening, to vote on the following Articles: 


ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
$3,635. for the payment of Town charges for the ensuing year. 

ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $400. 
to pay Town House expenses. 

ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
$8,000. for the maintenance (summer and winter) of highways and bridges. 

ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
$2,000. for road equipment maintenance. 

ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
$269.25 for Town Road Aid, and the State will contribute $1,794.97. 

ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $750. 
for insurance as follows: Town House, Town Grader, Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion and Surety bonds. 

ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $20.

$1,000. to be paid toward the principal of the Grader Loan. 

ARTICLE 15: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
$110. to pay interest on the Grader Loan. 

ARTICLE 16: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes to pay necessary Town charges. 

ARTICLE 17: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
$450. to pay interest on tax anticipation loans. 
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ARTICLE 18: In regard to the construction of the Eastman Road Bridge, 
to see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to execute any deed or 
deeds necessary to the acquisition of land from the abutting properties as 
needed to widen the road immediately adjacent to the existing bridge.

$100. for dues to the New Hampshire Municipal Association. 


ARTICLE 27: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
$118. to continue its membership in the regional planning commission now 
named Upper Valley-Lake Sunapee Council, said sum to be the Town’s share 
of the annual operating expenses of the regional planning commission, to be 
used in conjunction with other State and Federal funds available for regional 
planning purposes. 


ARTICLE 28: To conform with the State law requiring the discontinuance 
of open dumps as of June 30, 1975, to see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to enter into a contract with the City of Lebanon and other Mascoma 
towns for the disposal of trash at West Lebanon Sanitary Landfill for a period 
of 3 years from July 1, 1975 at an approximate estimated cost of $7 per ton. 
Based on the present population of Orange, the cost to this Town will 
approximate $620. per year. 

ARTICLE 29: Article 28 having passed, to see if the Town will further 
authorize the Selectmen to execute a contract with a licensed carrier to receive 
trash from Town residents and deliver same to the Lebanon landfill. The 
estimated cost of such services will approximate $2,200. a year. 

ARTICLE 30: Articles 28 and 29 having passed, to see if the Town will 
appropriate and authorize the expenditure of $2,000. for the disposal of trash - 
at the Canaan Dump until June 30, 1975 and for the remainder of the year at 
the Lebanon Landfill. 

ARTICLE 31: To see if the Town will vote to change the position of Road 
Agent from an elective office to one filled by appointment of the Selectmen, 
effective as of the first day this office becomes vacant after March 5, 1975. 

ARTICLE 32: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the purchase of a | 
ton truck and accessory equipment required for summer and winter 
maintenance of the Town Roads at a total purchase price not to exceed $9,500. 

ARTICLE 33: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the purchase of a 
2¥%2 ton truck and accessory equipment required for summer and winter 
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maintenance of the town roads at a total purchase price not to exceed $23,000. 


ARTICLE 34: Article 32 having passed, to see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $6,000 for use toward the purchase of said 1 ton 
truck and equipment, and to authorize the Selectmen to borrow the remaining 
balance, said loan to be paid in full in the year 1976.

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MASCOMA AREA HEALTH COUNCIL 
Summary of Services for Town Reports 
January 1, 1974 to December 31, 1974 


The Council, established at the Town Meetings in 1969, will start its seventh 
year of service this year to Canaan, Enfield, Grafton and Orange. Serving a 
population of 5,200 the Council’s two nurses (each working half time) provide 
nursing service in the home and a complete health promotion and disease pre- 
vention program. 

The free monthly Well Child Conferences are now serving a fluctuating 
clientele of between 185 and 200 children (preschoolers). Under this program, 
which is supported in part by the Bureau of Maternal and Child Health, N. H. 
Division of Public Health, each child regularly receives a full physical examina 
tion, all necessary immunizations, and tests for vision and hearing. Parents 
are seen with the children, problems are discussed, and if necessary the child 
is referred for further treatment. The Council’s nurses make follow up visits 
when needed. For any child who will not see a private physician the Council 
provides the full physical exam necessary for entrance to kindergarten or first 
grade, together with tests for vision and hearing. It is also under contract to 
supervise the health of the children in the Headstart program. 

Nutritionists are available at each clinic, and are also available to adults 
needing help on dietary matters. A representative of Planned Parenthood is 
also available for counselling when needed. Preventive dentistry is taught to 
both parent and child. 

In 1973 and 1974 the Council, in cooperation with local physicians and the 
American Cancer Society, offered to area women a free testing program for 
cancer. 91 area women were tested at these clinics, and the need shown for 
further medical treatment was so great that the Council hopes to make these 
clinics available semi-annually. 

In May of 1974 the Council, in cooperation with the State Department of 
Health and the Council on Aging, offered a free Health Screening Clinic, at 
which 150 local adults were offered testing for diabetes, glaucoma, blood 
pressure, oral cancer, and vision and hearing. In addition, height and weight 
were checked and information and advice offered on many subjects of interest. 
Testing and advice on foot problems was given, and testing for various func- 
tional neurological defects. It is hoped that such clinics can be offered 
annually. It is interesting to note that in this one clinic the Council benefitted 
from the donated services of 10 doctors, 1 Medex, 20 nurses and 40 lay 
volunteers. 

The Council derives its support from the four Towns served, each of which 
contributes annually on the basis of its population, and on fees, Medicare and 
Medicaid where applicable. While we must of necessity set a charge for 
services other than the free preschool clinics and other free clinic services, the 
services of the Council are available to everyone, regardless of ability to pay 
that charge. 

Our nurses at present are Mrs. Gertrude Clark, R.N. of Grafton and Mrs. 
Toni Sadowsky of West Lebanon. During the year 1974 they have made almost 
1,500 visits to area residents for nursing service, health promotion, 
counselling or support. 

The Council is governed by a volunteer board of directors elected from the 
four Towns, and its medical policies and practices are supervised by a Medical 
Advisory Board consisting of area physicians and nurses. 

The Council maintains its office in the Health Room at Mascoma Valley 
Regional High School, with its own telephone (632-7234). It is heavily 
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dependent on, and most grateful to, the Methodist Churches of Canaan and 
Enfield and the School, which provide space for its clinics and meetings, and to 
the school for its office space there. A pamphlet describing the Council and its 
work and service is available on request. Its monthly meetings (first Monday 
evenings at the School) are open to the public, and visitors and volunteers are 
welcomed.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


All open burning when the ground is not covered with snow is controlled by 
the Town Forest Fire Warden in cooperation with the New Hampshire Forest 
Fire Service. Anyone wishing to kindle a fire out-of-doors when the ground is 
not covered with snow must have a written permit signed by the Town Forest 
Fire Warden. If the fire is to be kindled on land not owned by the person 
kindling the fire then he must have the permission of the landowner. No 
outdoor fires can be kindled between 9 A.M. and 5 P.M. unless it is raining, 
without the additional approval of the District Forest Fire Chief. 

The 1974 forest fire season was one of the worst in the past two decades. 
Woodlands in central and southern New Hampshire became so dry in mid 
August that the Governor and Council, upon the recommendation of the State 
Forester, enacted a partial woodlands closure in Sullivan, Cheshire, 
Hillsborough, Merrimack and Belknap Counties and a complete woodlands 
closure in Strafford and Rockingham Counties plus the Towns of Barnstead, 
Gilmanton and Alton in Belknap County. Through the excellent cooperation of 
the citizens of our State no major forest fire occurred at any time during the 
year.

The Council originated as an economic development association. It has now 
become a comprehensive regional planning agency. Originally it served just 
six towns - it now serves 22 communities, from Orford on the north to 
Charlestown on the south; from Canaan on the east to the three Vermont 
member towns of Hartford, Norwich and Thetford. 

The Council operates on an annual budget of more that $100.000 - $109,000 
for the current 1974-1975 fiscal year. It is under the direction of a board of 
directors composed of two directors from each of its 22 member communities. 
Since these directors are appointed by the member communities - the 
Selectmen or City Councilors - and set the overall policies and programs to be 
administered by the professional staff, there is complete local control of the 
Council’s activities. 

The membership dues from local communities, figured on a per capita basis, 
account for less than 30 percent of the Council’s total revenue. The 
membership for Orange in 1975 amounts to $118.00 (population of 171 at 69 
cents per capita). The remainder, more than 70 percent, comes from various 
state and federal sources; sources available to the Council because of its status 
as a comprehensive regional planning agency recognized by the federal 
government and the states of New Hampshire and Vermont. In other words, 
these added sources of revenue have increased the Council’s income and thus 
its ability to serve its members at a better than two-to-one ratio of service to 
local dollars spent. 

Many programs have been undertaken with that money. Within the present 
year, there has been the completion of a comprehensive solid waste 
management study, which has helped all member towns to head in the right 
direction as they approach the state-mandated deadline for closing their open 
burning dumps; and which has revealed new options and technical areas for 
exploration by those towns which already have a landfill established. There are 
smaller scale studies which benefit smaller groups of communities in the 
region. Presently, for example, more than 20 towns are involved in the 
Council's tax mapping program, designed to help all New Hampshire 
communities meet the State’s deadline. Others have benefitted from Council 
aid in local but multi-town problems in areas such as public transportation and 
recreation. 

Direct staff assistance is made available to most communities via a technical 
services program with help given in such diverse areas as subdivision regula- 
tions, land use maps, downtown improvement studies, new zoning ordinances, 
planning for new municipal facilities and the many technical and graphic 
needs inherent in these programs. 

While each town or city has its own pressing problems, it does not exist in a 
vacuum. Many of its neighbors face some of these same problems. Or 
solutions adopted by a neighbor may cause it problems. This is where a 
regional planning program can help, working with and for local communities to 
seek solutions to these common problems.
